When the
team reached Duane street and collided
with the pole, a lineman in the em-
ploy of the telephone company, was
working at the top of the pole. He hung
on for dear life and was not shaken
from bis position, The team, which is
one of the fiuest in the city and valued
at 8800 were uninjured with the excep-
tion of u few scratches. The wagon was
slightly damaged although the harness
was badly broken. All in all it was a
fortunate result to what might have
boen a disastrous runaway.
